The ruling climaxed discus- 
sions of validity of the election 
before the city commission and 
two hearings Monday and Tues-| 
day in the circuit court on the! 
friendly declaratory judgement 
suit brough by the city with 
H. O. Carlton and Junius Har- 
ris as defendants. 

Following the general elec- 
tion here September 11 Harry 
Liebovit signed an affidavit 
stating that he had voted il- 
legally. Election returns show- 
ed that Carlton received 266 
votes and Harris, incumbent, 
265 votes. 

Friday attorneys for -both 
defendants filed motions to dis- 
miss the city suit. Harris's at- 
torney waived the argument 
but E. F. Allen, attorney for 
Carlton, cited grounds for the 
action. 

The judge dismissed both 
motions at the beginning of 
Monday's- heeritg, 

Carlton stated that the city's 
suit failed to state a claim, that 
it was vague and conflicting, 
involved the rights of persons 
who were not made defendants 
in the suit and that the city 
had no direct interest in the 
question raised, also that the 
petition for declaratory judge- 
ment should have been filed on 
behalf of the city commission 
as the canvassing board.

TAXATION WITHOUT REPRESENTATION 


The proposed Belle Glade port project has received a general 
booting around by the Palm Beach County Port Authority since 
last spring and to date the body has offered no definite promise 
of a date when activity will start, 

The side step given civic leaders and the chamber of commerce 
on the port by the Authority has been going on since last spring 
when a local delegation appeared before the body. Since then 
progress has slowed to a complete stop inspite of several chamber 
of commerce letters urging action, 

The attitude of the Authority becomes all the more unreason- 
able when it is pointed out that the city actually has already 
paid for their local port. 

Belle Glade citizens who are included in the port district have 
paid $3.50 during 1951; $3.90 during 1950 and between $4 and $5 
during recent years on every $1,000 of county tax assessment. 
These ‘taxes have gone for the support and maintenance of the 
Port of Palm Beach and other projects since 1920. 

And yet a third of West Palm Beach, that section lying south 
of Southern Boulevard (St. Rd. 80), is not assessed at all and con- 
tributes nothing to the support of the Palm Beach Port. Nor are 
Lake Worth, Delray and other communities lying south of this 
boundary assessed for the port. 

Belle Glade citizens have been paying taxes for 30 years for a 
port from which the city receives no direct benefits 

In spite of these facts the Authority stated in a recent letter 
that the engineer has been so busy all summer working on the 
Palm Beach Port to enable it to take care of business demands, 
that he did not have the time even to start on plans for the local 
port. To date the city has received no guarantee of a beginning 
on the project 

First step in gaining a.pprt for the city was accomplished when 
the city bought the island lying south of Torrey Island from the 
Internal Improvement Trustees. 

If this number one project of the chamber of commerce were 
completed Belle Glade would have the only protected port on the 
east side of Lake Okeechobee and it would be situated on the 
cross state waterway. 

The port would mean dollars and development for the city as! 
commercial and winter tourist crafts would tie up here. 

Belle Glade citizens are being taxed without enjoying benefits 
from those taxes, and the Authority is giving the city the run 
around on starting a project which could mean a forward surge
